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A House of Refuge isa necessity 
in every State. New York has five, 
Massachusetts four, California one, 
These institutions differ somewhat 
in name butin principle they are 
thesame. It is a place for the 
reformation of youtbfal criminals, 
The effort made to reform wayward 
youths in New York alone has 
been at an expense of several mil- 
lions of dollars. Thousands of boys 
and girls reformed in such institu- 
tions afcerwards have become prom- 
inent members of society. So im- 
portant is considered this work that 
there is a National Conference of 
Charities and Correction which 
bolds meetings. Fer two years 
past Nevada has sent its re- 
port to this conventiavn. From the 
condftion of things, their report, is 
anything but complimentary to 
Nevada. Nevada is greatly in 
need of some kind of a reform 
school. Not only in a humane 
aspect should this question be 
viewed but also in a financial one. 
It is an open question whether or 
not it would be cheaper to place 
the youthful criminals all in one 
institution than foreach county to 
take care of them. The various 
counties and towus pay thousands 
of dollars annually in the keeping 
of police regulations to take care 
of the bad boys and giris;the ex- 
pense is in court trials, in keep- 
ing the youths in jails, orphans’ 
home and State prison. More 
than this, if left to run wild, 
many of these youthful crim- 
inals thus neglected remain 
criminals, and through iife 
must be supported at the public 
expense. The data is not bard to 
verify the opinion, but we believe 
that the whole State can more eco- 
nomically care for our hoodiums 
than can the fourteen counties in- 
dividually. In the interest of 
humanity and the future of the 
State, in the interest of economy, 
the bill authorizing the construc- 
tion and maiutenance : f a House of 
Refuge should become a law. 


There is prevalent the impression 
that the State officers have passes 
on all railroads in this State. 
For this reaso. it is often urged 
that the salaries should be cut 
down. Now the truth is that the 
only persons who ever are favored 
with railroad passes are those who 
may favor the railroads. 
islators while the Legislature is in 
session have passes in their pockets, 
but not after adjournment; it might 
be considered business sagacity to 
offer the Governor or Lieutenant 
Governor a pass, but2to offer other 
State officers passes is simply 
squandering corporation money. 
There are State officers who have 
uever bad half rates even on the 
local roads over which they pass 
nearly every week. The railroads 
should have all of the credit for be- 
ing public spirited that they de- 
serve and no more. We dou’t be- 
lieve that passes should Le issued to 
State or Legi slative officers; it does 
not help legislation, andit is al- 
ways a cause for svandal, In the 
interest of the railroads, the people 
and the general reputation of the 
State, either the discrimivation in 
the issuance of railroad passes 
should be abolished, or no passes at 
all should be issued under penaity 


of the law.

War Preparations. 
BRUSSELS, February 12. 

It is announced that all forts in Bel- 
gium along the frontier of France 
have received a complete war arma- 
ment. Preparations have been carried 
to the extent of mobilizing the troops. 
King Leopold will be Commander-in- 
Chief of the Belgian forces with Gen- 
eral Briolmont as chief of staff. The 
Count of Flanders, brother of the 
King, will command the first army 
corps and General Vandersmissin the 
second.

Lonpvon, February 12. 
The Cabinet held a session this af- 
ternoon to consider a proposed bill for 
the government of Ireland.

Congressional Proceedings. 
WASHINGTON, February 12. 

SENATE.—Cameron from the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, reported back 
with amendments, the bill introduced 
by him yesterday to increase the 
naval establishments, and gave notice 
that be will call it up again on Mon- 
day, immediately after the morning 
business. The amendments made by 
the Naval Committee have the effect of 
fixing a bonus to be paid the contrac- 
tion for the first knot in excess of the 
contract rate, of 20 knots to be attained 
by the proposed new cruisers $100,000 
and for each additional knot, $200,000. 
The aggregate of the appropriation of 
$21,800,000 has not been changed. 

The House has agieed to an amend- 
ment to the Senate trade dollar bill, 
providing that the recoinage of trade 
dollars under this section shall not be 
considered as a part of the silver bul- 
lion required to be purchased and 
coined under the provisions of the 
Bland law. As amended, the bil! was 
passed. 

The Strike Ended. 
New York, February 12. 

Following the declaration of Dis- 
trict assembly 40, that the strike was 
off, there was a general rush of long- 
shoremen and freight handlers along 
the whole river front this morning to 
get back to work. At some of the 
piers along East river,the strikers had 
not waited for orders from headquar- 
ters, but had gone back to work on 
the best termsthey could make. As 
early asGo’clock, gangs of strikers 
were seen around the piers, waiting to 
catch the foremen and Superintendents 
as they came to their respective piers. 
At the main steamship company’s 
pier allold hands bad returned. At 
the Clyde, Mallory and Ward piers 
also, many old hands had found their 
way back, but in no instance were 
they recognized as Unionists.

The Mormon Bill. 

WASHINGTON, February 11. 
After a long session the conferees 
on the Acxti-Polygamy bill have 
reached a complete agreement on the 
points of difference between the two 
Houses. Another meeting will be 
held to perfect the phraseology of the 
bill, when it is expected to be reported 
to the Senate on Monday. 

The exact provisions of the meas: re 
cannot as yet be obtained. It includes, 
however, what are regarded by the 
conferees as the best features of the 
House and Senate bills. The section 
of the Senate bill which provides for 
the appointment of a Board of Trus- 
tees to administer on the property 
of the Mormon Church is omitted. 
The bill repeals the charter 
of the Mcrmon Church, instructs the 
Attorney General to institute proceed- 
ings to recover all property of that cor- 
poration not acquired in accordance 
with the laws of the United States. 
Churches and grounds, church-yards 
and property used for the purpose of 
worship are not interfered with. The 
bill also revokes the charter of the 
Mormon [Immigration Society, devotes 
the property of both corporations to 
public school purposes, leaves the 
election law substantially as at present, 
except that it vests in the President 
the power to appoint Probate Judges, 
subject to the confirmation of the Sen- 
ate. 

The provision of the House bill au- 
thorizing the administration of an oath 
to the legal wife to sustain the charge 
of polygamy is included. The provi- 
sion of the House bill eliminating po- 
lygamists from the registration lists is 
also included, as agreed upon in the 
conference. 


A Destructive Wind-*torm. 
CANTON, Ohio, February 12. 
The most severe wind and rain 
storm that ever visited Canton, struck 
the city at about 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning and lasted a half hour before 
it passed off. No serious damage was 
done here, but at Louisville, eight 
miles east, the cyclone struck the 
town with terrific force and did con- 
siderable damage. Fences and trees 
were blown down like reeds, houses 
unroofed, shutters and gates blown 
from their hinges, window-glass 
broken and chimneys blown down. 
It is stated that the roof of the large 
Catholic Church was badly shattered 
and the roof of the convent school ad- 
joining, was lifted off in an instant.
